This  supply  is  ample 
in  winter,  but  inadequate  in  hot  weather.  The  subject  of t  his 

supply  had  again  been  raised  and  the  matter  will  probably  be 
settles,  shortly  as  much  building  is  going  on  in  this  area,  plans 
tor  72  houses  having  been  already  deposited.
